WASHINGTON 
(A P) — The 
Suprem e Court today 
declared 
that the televising of crim inal 
trials denies to defendants their 
constitutional right of due pro­ 
cess of law. 
The court divided 5-4. 
The court ruled on an appeal 
by Billie Sol E stes, the T e x a s 
prom oter who said he did 
not 
get a fair t r i a l on swindling 
charges 
because 
proceedings 
were conducted under eyes of 
TV cam eras. 
Justice Tom C. Clark 
deliv­ 
ered the court’s 
m ain opinion 
which overturned conviction of 
Estes in a trial in state court in 
Tyler, Tex. 
Dissenting w ere Justices Pot­ 
te r Stew art. 
Hugo 
L. 
Black, 
William J. Brennan and Byron 
R. White. 
C lark’s opinion said that the 
chief function of judicial ma 
ch in cry 
is 
to 
ascertain 
the 
truth and "the use of television, 
however, cannot be said to con­ 
tribute m aterially 
to this ob­ 
jective.” 
"R ath er,” Clark stated, 
“ its 
use am ounts to the injection of 
an irrelevant factor into court 
proceedings. In addition, exper­ 
ience teaches that there are nu 
m erous situations in 
which 
it 
might cause actual unfairness., 
some so subtle as to defy detec­ 
tion by the accused or control 
by the judge.” 
Clark went on in an 18-page 
printed opinion to explain what 
he thought were som e of the ef­ 
fects of use 
of television in 
c r i m i n a l 
trials 
and cited, 
am ong other things, the im pact 
of courtroom television on a de­ 
fendant. 
" It’s presence,” said 
C a rk , 
"is a form of m ental — if not 
physical — harassm ent, resem ­ 
bling 
a police 
lineup or the 
third-degree, 
"The 
inevitable 
closeups of 
his 
gestures 
and 
expressions 
during the ordeal of his trial 
might well transgress his per­ 
sonal sensibilities, his 
dignity, 
and his ability 
to concentrate 
on the proceedings before him 
—som etim es the difference be­ 
tween life and death — dispas­ 
sionately, 
freely 
and 
without 
the distraction of wide public 
surveillance.” 
The justice asserted that. "a 
defendant on trial for a specific 
crim e is entitled to his day in 
court, not in a stadium or in a 
city or nationwide arena. 
The 
heightened 
public 
clam or 
re ­ 
sulting from radio and televi­ 
sion coverage will inevitably re ­ 
sult in prejudice. T rial by tele­ 
vision is, therefore, foreign 
to 
our system .” 
Justice Stewart wrote a dis­ 
senting opinion, joined by Jus­ 
tices Black, B rennan and White. 
In it, Stew art said that he did 
not think the Constitution denies 


to a state or to individual trial 
judges all discretion to conduct 
crim inal trials 
with 
television 
cam eras present. 
Stew art’s 
opinion 
said 
he 
could not say at this tim e that 
it would be im possible to have 
a constitutional trial 
if televi­ 
sion was involved. Stew art also 
said he thought that use of tele­ 
vision in a courtroom “ is, at 
least in the present state of the 
art, an extrem ely unwise poli­ 
cy.” But he said he was unable 
“ to escalate this personal view 
into 
a 
per 
se 
constitutional 
rule.” And he also was unable 
to find that E stes’ rights were 
denied by use of television 
in 
the Tyler trial. 
White, in a separate dissent­ 
ing opinion, in which Brennan 
joined said he believed it was 
prem ature to prom ulgate “ such 
a broad constitutional principle 
at the present tim e.”

Growers Need 


More Help

Ohio vegetable growers face a 
serious shortage of farm labor 
to pick 
this 
season’s 
tomato 
and pickling cucumber crops, 
a state official reported today. 
The result could be heavy fi­ 
nancial loss for growers and 
higher produce prices in tile 
supermarket. 
“ There is a very real danger 
of a (labor) shortage from the 
middle of July until the middle 
of September,” 
said 
Leonard 
McCarthy, 
assistant 
chief 
of 
farm placement in the Bureau 
of 
Unemployment 
Compensa­ 
tion (BU C ). 
“ We are taking every meas­ 
ure possible to meet the situa­ 
tion,” he said. “ We're not push­ 
ing the panic button yet.” 
The shortage of migrant labor 
nationwide 
w a s 
brought 
on 
when 
a federal law allowing 
Mexican 
seasonal 
laborers to 
work in this country expired 
last year. 
The result has been rugged 
between-states competition for 
U.S. migrant labor. Ohio, which 
has never used Mexican labor, 
has had to compete with states 
that formerly depended on Mex­ 
icans, but now are hiring do­ 
mestic migrants. 
“ We are still in a competi­ 
tive position,” said McCarthy. 
“ We’ll know more rn a couple 
or three weeks.” 
He said state labor recruiters 
moved into Alabama today in 
the hunt for 6.000 more workers 
to harvest the tomato arui pickle 
crops. Later forays are plan­ 
ned into Kansas. Nebraska, Col­ 
orado. 
Minnesota 
and 
South 
Dakota. 
The state estimated growers 
would need 18.000 for the entire 
harvest season 
More than 12,- 
000 have been recruited so far. 
McCarthy 
said 
the 
current 
harvest of sugar beets in Ohio 
is presenting no problems. He 
said the labor situation seems 
all 
right, too, 
for harvesting 
cherries and strawberries. 
McCarthy said the labor short­ 
age has forced the hourly pay 
rate up $5-25 cents an hour. 
Ohio growers are now paying 
$1.15 to $1.25 an hour, he said. 
Growers, who used to demand 
stems, ha\e dropped 
the 
re­ 
quirement this year, he said. 
This lets those working on a 
production basis pick more and 
earn more. 
Edmund Cox of the BUC said 
a federal “ crash” program to 
use “ athletically inclined” high 
school boys to reduce the labor 
shortage will help in Ohio, but 
not much. 
Most of the 2.200 Ohio youths 
who have expressed an interest 
in the summer work will go to

It 
still wears the sheet; it roves 
the highways and byways far 
in excess in numbers of the hu­ 
man prey it seeks to destroy — 
as in the case of the woman 
from Detroit. To this organiza­ 
tion there is nothing sacred — 
houses of God or t h o s e wor­ 
shiping within,

dren.
